6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present amendment to the 
claims is sufficient to overcome the prior art reference of Trefonas (US 628091 1 Bl). The closest prior 
art reference of Pawlowski et al. (US 6358665 Bl) teaches the use of an onium salt precursor which

generates a fluorinated alkanesulfonic acid represented by formula (I): wherein A is 

CF3CHFCF2 or CF3CF2CF2CF2. However, the present claims prohibit the use of a perhaloalkyl and 
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requires the claimed R substituent to have 4-20 carbon atoms. The claimed invention is deemed 
allowable over the prior art references of Trefonas and Pawlowski.
